FOREST FIRE FIGHTING 


Now that the danger from the fire 
in the Porcupine range is over it 
might be well to draw a few lessons 
from that disastrous event. We say 
disastrous not because individual loss- 

, es were heavy, but because the hills 
were denuded of millions of feet of 
precious timber. That these trees 
growing on the sides of the Hills are 
sbsolutely essential to the conserva- 
tion of moisture for the fertile plains 
is a well established fact and it is a 
matter of the greatest concern to see 
the timber ruthlessly destroyed by 
the ravishing fire. Eminentscientists 
have said that the denuding of the 
hills would threaten the fertility of 
the prairies and probably turn them 
into a desert. Even supposing this 
prediction to be over drawn and that 
farmers could save the situation by a 
well directed policy of reforestration, 
it is sufficiently serious to call for the 
best thought and the most drastic 
preventive measures that could be 
devised. If the fire was the result of 
carelessness no effort should be 
spared to bring the offender to 
justice. On the other hand when a 
fire is started there should be more 
effective means for fighting it than 
at present obtains. The recent fire 
showed up the meagreness of the law 
as it stands to-day and revealsan utter 
Jack of comprehension on the part of 
the arm chair officials as to the re- 
uq Tements of the situation, The re- 
gulations are badly in need of redraft 
ing ard the Review is of the opinion 
that Mr. Sifton and his conservation 
commission have a big field of useful- 

nessin going over these regulations 
and having a measure brought in 
which would afford more adequate 
provision for fighting the forest fires.

Standing Fields Competition 


The proposed competition in stand- 
ing fields of grain conducted by the 
agricultural societies of the province 
and decided on by the Claresholm 
society should attract a large number 
of competitors in this district. The 
| object of the competition is to stimu- 
late a greater interest in the growing 
of pure seed grain,‘ toencourage the 
practise of growing seed for the fol- 
lowing years crop, separate from the 
main crop, to encourage the use of 
seed from heavy yielding strains, to 
encourage careful, intelligent farming 
and the production of grain free from 
weed seeds. The rules are. 


1, Competitions shall be confined 
to fields of wheat or oats, or both, pro- 
vided separate prize lists are offered 
for each, 

2. Prizes to the amount of not less 
than $100 shall be offered, 

8. Fields entered for competition 
shall consist of ten acres ina block, 
and shall be situated in the district 
tributary to the headquarters of the 
Agricultural Society with which entry 
is made, 

4, Each competitor shall enter 
with one Agricultural Society only 
and must be a member of that Society. 

5, Each competitor shall be allow- 
ed to make one entry only in each 
class, 


6, Each competitor shall pay an 
entry fee of $2.00 to the Secretary 
when making entry.
